GENEVA, Sept. 5.—With the fate of 


the league of nations at stake, the 
league council today resolutely met 
the challenge of Premier Mussolini. 


After an Italian representative had 


reiterated Mussolini's claim that the 
council *Vas incompetent to consider 
the Italo-Greek dispute, the matter 
was, brought up for a discussion. 


Delegates to the assembly declare 
this -constitutes open acceptance of 
the gage for a fight to a finish if 
necessary, to. prove which is stronger, 
the league or Italy. 


Other delegates say that if Mus- 


solini persists in "attempting to take 
matters 
out of the hands of the

Thursday consideration of the Greco- 
Italian dispute over the slaying of five 
Italian commissioners at anita and 
subsequent punitive mea',ures initi- 
ated by Mussolini after which a re- 
port on the progress will be made to 
the assembly. 


Altho anxious to meet promptly 


Italy's challenge, the council was 
understood to be considering permit-

Paris to conduct the required investi- 
gation into the affair. In this -way 
everyone's face would be saved and 
a break and Italy's withdrawal from 
the league avoided. 


GENEVA, Sept. 5.—Australia today

Fate of hundreds of Americans who 


wer caught In the areas of Japan 
devastated by 273 earthquake shocks 
Saturday and Sunday stil was unde- 
termined today. 


Many were reported 
dead In the 


smoking ruins of Tokio, Yokohama 
and other coastal communities oblit- 
erated 
In the catastrophe. 
With 


arrival of American 
relief 
ships at 


Kobe and establishment of new lines 
of communication into the ruined dis- 
tricts, efforts were being made today 
to locate the United States citizens 
who are unaccounted for. 


Dispatches from Osaka and Kobe 


placed a first estimate of foreign dead 
at 500. Estimates of the total casual- 
ties vary greatly. A dispatch filed at 
Osaka at 4:40 p. m. today gave the 
Tokio toll as 15,000 dead and 100,000 
injured. 
The Japanese home office, 


according to a wireless message re- 
ceived at San Francisco, placed the 
Yokohama dead at 110,000 and the 
Tokio dead at 10,000. These figures 
do not take into account those who 
perished in other towns that were de- 
stroyed. 


Admiral Anderson, commanding the 


-United States Asiatic fleet, which is 
•approachtcff Yokohama, «mde a radio 
report to the twelfth naval-district at 
Sail Francisco In which he said nearly 
250,000 were believed to have been 
killed. 


Fresh stories of death and disaster 


come to light as refugees who escaped 
the terrors of the catastrophe reach 
the outside world. Some are appar- 
ently too overcome to talk. A mes- 
sage to the British foreign office said 
foreign stragglers from Tokio had 
reached Kobe, but that details were 
unavailable. Others who arrived at 
Kobe from Yokohama told of col- 
lapse of the American naval hospital 
In which the commander was injured 
and some of the staff reported killed. 


Recovering from the first shock of 


the tragedy, the Japanese nation and 
relief organizations thruout the world 
were bending -efforts to rush food and 
medical supplies to the ravaged areas. 


Huge liners were converted into 


hospital ships; the Empress of Can- 
ada was reported approaching Shang- 
hai with several hundred wounded 
who could not be cared for in the 
over-crowded hospitals of Kobe and 
Osaka. 


The first contingent of the Ameri- 


can Asiatic squadron which hurried 
from China to help In the rescue work 
put In at Kobe on Its way to Yoko- 
hama. 


Communications 
thruout 
Japan, 


especially in the vicinity of the de- 
vastated regions, are still in a dis- 
rupted state. Cables are clogged with 
frantic inquiries regarding the fate of 
persons trapped by the quakes in the 
burning cities. Railroads and bridges 
connecting ToMo and Yokohama with 
the south are completely destroyed 
and will require months for repairs. 


Japanese troops are on the march, 


headed for Tokio, to take charge of 
the capital until some order can be 
restored.

OSAKA, Japan, Sept. 5. — As v.-an, 


half-starved and crippled refugees are 
drifting Into Osaka, Into Kobe and 
other points beyond Japan's area of 
death and destruction today, it is now 
possible for the first time to construct 
this complete story-telling of the 
great quake and fire which wiped out 
Yokohama, razed Tokio and brought 
death and injury to as yet unnum- 
bered thousands. 


Yokohama 
has 
virtually 
disap- 


peared. Tokio is but a shadow of the 
city which but a few days ago was 
the pride of the orient. Smouldering 
ruins, great gaps in the bard baked 
earth, the stench of the 
dead, the 


criss of the dying, literally millions 
wandering here and there in search 
of food, wreckage, suffering, destitu- 
tion on every side— these things tell 
the story of the violence of nature 
visited upon the land of cherry blos- 
soms. 


Science, inventions of modern civil- 


ization, all that minds of eastern and 
western civilizations have built in re- 
cent generations, broke down before 
the crushing, grinding, consuming 
powers of nature. 
Gas mains, con- 


structed as a means of comfort, be- 
came 
instruments 
of destruction. 


Wrenched from the ground by the 
twisting upheaval of the earth, they 
spat forth flame. Electrical systems 
became death traps. 
Modern build- 


ings came tumbling to earth or were 
dissolved. 


And after the first big crash, fol- 


lowed by constantly recurring tre- 
mors, Fujiyama looked down for three 
nights and three days upon the glare 
of flames and the smoke of disappear- 
ing cities. 
Thruout the summer Japan has 


sweltered in unusual heat. The hu- 
midity has been high. All foreigners 
and Japanese of wealth who 
could 


possibly leave the city went into the 
mountains, particularly over the week- 
ends. 
Saturday was a typical day. Most 


of the foreigners had 
left the city. 


But the Japanese masses thronged 
the markets and Asakusa park, the 
great playground of the 
city, was 


jammed. 
The little narrow streets, 


with their gay bunting drooping in the 
humid air, were filled with people. 


It was shortly after noon. The life 


of the city was at its height. 
The earth trembled. la houses the 


floors bulged upward. 
It was a ris- 


ing, four inch vertical shock 
One 


came upon the other. The little Jap- 
anese dwellings built to withstand 
shocks with their dovetailed walls 
and ceilings, swayed as in a mighty 
wind. 
Families huddled under their 


beams. 
Larger buildings, *pf firmer 


and less pliable construction', came 
crashing to earth. 


The great tower at Asakusa park 


fell. It buried hundreds beneath it. 
The brightly dec-prated shops and 
booths of the park took ^fire. Hun- 
dreds were killed or injured as they 
were buried beneath wreckage, or 
fought 
for safety, trampling upon 


each other. 
Prisons, hospitals and other institu- 


tions were shaken 
apart, 
or fired. 


Criminals, who were not killed or in- 
jured, were liberated. 
Iiivalids were 


left helpless in the great disaster. 


Streets became impassable. 
Gas 


and water mains burst. 
There was 


no means of combating the rapidly 
spreading conflagration. 


Premier Yamamota was meeting 


with those he bad called to form a 
new government. The city was being 
shaken down, or burned about them, 
but the cabinet was completed and 
the task of rescue immediately under- 
taken. 
The union station withstood the 


shock, but as thousands poured in 
that direction they found there were 
no means of leaving the stricken cap- 
ital. Railroad tracks were torn up. 
All telegraph wires were down. Tokio 
was isolated.

Taiyo Maru No Longer in Danger, 


After Encountering a Storm- 


Swept Sea. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 5.—The 


Toyo Kizn Kaisha liner Taiyo Maru 
re7/orted endangered 900 miles off 
Yokohama and her passenger list of 
600 persons In peril, is safe, according 
to a radiogram 
from the Japanese 


government station at Tomioka to the 
radio corporation of America here 
this morning. 


"Taiyo Maru safe," were the three 


words that flashed across the Pacific 
from Japan, allaying the fears of thou- 
sands of people who reported having 
relatives aboard the vessel bound for 
Japan. 


This is the first word to be received 


regarding the Taiyo since early yes- 
terday morning, when the government 
radio station at Cordova, Alaska, re- 
ported the Taiyo was sending out 
SOS calls. 


The Taiyo carries 600 passengers. 


Her wireless signal was heard by the 
station at Cordova, Alaska, relayed to 
the 
naval 
station 
at 
Bremerton, 


Wash., and thence to the company's 
offices in San Francisco. 


The strange behavior of the sea is 


principaly noticeable at San Pedro. 
The damage in the harbor there -was 
caused by the snapping of hawsers, 
some 
twelve 
inches thick, 
which 


proved too weak to hold some of the 
ships to their moorings. 


Some seamen say that the 
four 


tidal waves which struck the south- 
ern California coast

during the earth shocks Saturday, in- 
juring Coraiiander Webb, U. S. N., 
and burying members of the staff in 
the ruins, according to refugees who 
reached Kobe 
and whose first ac- 


counts of the horrors of the foreign 
quarters of the stricken area reached 
here by wireless. 


Consul Dickover at Kobe forwarded 


to Peking 
the report of casualties 


among the Americans. 


Five hundred foreigners, including 


a number ot Americans, are leared to 
have perished in Yokohama and To- 
kio, 
according to 
a message 
from 


Osaka. 


The Yokohama club is reported to 


have collapsed and only a handful of 
the foreigners who were in it at the 
time escaped.

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SOME AMERICANS PERISHED 


Ambassador "Woods Believes All IT. 


S. Citizens in Tokio Safe, But 


Some in Yokohama Dead. 


WASHINGTON, 
Sept. 
5.—Some 


Americans in Yokohama are believed 
to have perished in the destruction of 
that city, but all Americans in Tokio 
were believed safe, United States Am- 
bassador. Cyrus E. Woods notified the 
state department today. 


Woods estimated the casualties in 


Tokio at ten thousand. 


Communications between Tokio and 


Yokohama was reestablished. 


The text of Woods' message, which 


came by wireless from Tokio'and was 
dated September 4, follows: 


"Communication

The situa- 
tion there is exceedingly serious, and 


Delegates at Geneva Assert Submis- 


sion to Italian Premier Would

Withdraw. 


GENEVA, Sept. 5.—The very exist- 


ence of the league of nations is threat- 
ened by the attitude of Premier Mus- 
solini, members of the assembly de- 
clared today. 


The delegates say submission to the 


Italian 
premier's 
dictations would 


establish the league's incompetent}-, 
whereupon 
virtually 
every 
nation 


would immediately withdraw. 


It is certain at least fifty delega- 


tions 
would rather 
maintain the 


league without Italy than submit to 
Mussolini. 


While the assemblv delegates were 


insisting that the 
Italian threat of 


withdrawal would in no wise affect 
the league's decisions and attitude to- 
wards 
the Halo-Greek dispute, the 


council of the league resumed consid- 
eration of the impasse. 


It is believed the council will trans- 


mit a statement of its views and pro- 
posed solution to the council of am- 
bassadors in Paris, asking the latter's 
opinion. 


In this way, the league of nations 


will have tacitly recognized the am- 
bassador's competence to handle the 
question, without admitting its own 
incompetency. 


The Marquis Salandra, Italian repre- 


sentative, has received flat instruc- 
tions from Mussolini to refuse to rec- 
ognize the council's competancy and 
this increased the difficulties. 


France wants to refer matters to 


the ambassadors, while England fa- 
vors having the league handle 
the 


affair. 


PARIS, Sept. 5.—The council of 


ambassadors today accepted in prin- 
ciple a suggestion by Greece for an 
Internationa) Inquiry into the murder 
of Italian commissioners 
at 
Janina. 


The council took no definite decision, 
however, owing to lack of instructions 
from the various governments.

Both oi the Kirjassoff 
children were reported as being safe 
and well in Kobe. 


Counsellor Bell of the American le- 


gation at Peking reported that the 
American naval hospital at Yokohama 
had been destroyed and Commander 
Webb was injured. Some of the hos- 
pital staff were killed. 


Prof. Henry Fairfleld Osborne. a 


noted American scientist and his wife 
are safe in Shanghai. 


Hitchcock reported that clearer re- 


ports of the disaster were being re- 
cefved and published in Nagasaki. 
The suffering in Yokohama has been 
relatively worse than In Tokio, he 
said. Hitchcock is organizing relief 
work at Nagasaki.

It is 
the American scene. But he has seen 
it only in the movies.

U. Then, will be be thrown into jail, 
or will he be accepted as the real art- 
ist—come at last? I don't know! 


Religious Faiths of Presidents. 
Springfield Union: It is an inter- 


esting fact, and perhaps not generally 
known, that Calvin Coolidge is - the 
first Congregational president 
the 


country has ever had. There 
have 


been several presidents of other de- 
nominational affiliations, notably Epis- 
copalians, Presbyterians, Methodists 
and Unitarians, but not until now has 
a Congregationalist 
.occupied 
the 


highest office in the gift of the Ameri- 
can people. 


George Washington, our first pres- 


ident, was an Episcopalian, as 
-were 


also Presidents Madison, Monroe, Wil- 
liam Henry Harrison, Tyler, Taylor, 
Pierce and Arthur. The second pres- 
ident of the United States, John 
Adams of Massachusetts, was a Uni- 
tarian, as was also his son, John 
Quincy Adams, the sixth president 
There have been two other Unitarian 
presidents, Millard Fillmore and Wil- 
liam Howard Taft. 
Seven Presby- 


tarians 
have 
occupied 
the white 


house, Andrew Jackson, James Knox 
Polk, James Buchanan, Abraham Lin- 
coln, Grover Cleveland, Benjamin Har- 
rison and Woodrow Wilson. 
The 


Methodist presidents 
were Andrew 


Johnson, Ulysses S. Grant, Rutherford 
B. Hayes and William McKinley. The 
religious connections of other 
presi- 


dents were as follows: 
Martin Van 


Buren and Theodore Roosevelt, 
Re- 


formed Dutch church; James A. Gar- 
field, Church of the Disciples. Thomas 
Jefferson is recorded as a Liberal in 
his religious views. The late Presi- 
dent Harding, whose 
death 
has 


plunged the country into deep sorrow, 
was the first and only Baptist to at- 
tain the presidency. 
The fact that 132 years has elapsed 


from the time of the inauguration of 
the firs', president of the 
United 


States bt-fore either a Baptist or a 
Congregationalist reached that 
high 


office may. perhaps, encourage 
the 


followers of other creeds and beliefs 
than those recorded herein to hope 
that in time their faith may be repre- 


sented in the white house. A presi- 
dent's religious belief is, of course, 
his personal affair, and does not en- 
ter into the discharge of his public 
duties. It is to the credit of our presi- 
dents that at no time in the history 
of the country has any holder of this 
exalted office permitted his church af- 
filiations to influence his judgment or 
sway his conduct in any public mat- 
ter. 


Prices and Cost of Living. 


Tile latest index numbers received 


by the international 
labour 
office 


show that, with the exception of those 
countries which suffer from a depre- 
ciating currency, prices seem to be 
more or less stable. The slight ten- 
dency to an increase 
in wholesale 


prices pointed out in the last number 
of the "International Labour Review," 
was apparently only temporary, and 
the wholesale index numbers of the 
United States and the United King- 
dom both show that this increase did 
not continue into May. In the United 
Kingdom a decline of 1.5 per cent it 
recorded, the only groups not showing 
a decline being the "cereals" and "mis- 
cellaneous", groups; the genferal food 
index shows its fourth consecutive re- 
duction. 


The movement of prices 
is very 


slightly upwaid in several countries 
for which the latest figures received 
relate ot March or April, i. e., Aus- 
tralia, Canada, Italy, Japan, and Nor- 
way. In Switzerland the gradual rise 
which began in April, 1922, was ar- 
rested in March, 1923, and the figure 
for April is the same as that for the 
previous month. In Sweden also the 


rls« durins the last threo .months wan 
arrested iu April. Austria, Belgium. 
Denmark, India aud tho Netherlands 
show u vory slight declliu' in 
April 


from the previous mon'.li. 


In Poland with a continually depre- 


ciating curronoy, (he rise in prices 
continues unabated, tlie 
figure 
for 


April being double that for January. 
In Germany the renewed decline of 
the mark, which began, following a 
period of stability, about the middle 
of April, was followed by a 
corres- 


ponding rise in prices, aud the official 
index number of wholesale prices in 
the middle of May stood about 44 per 
cent above the corresponding 
figure 


for April. As is usual during a period 
of rapid depreciation of 
exchanges, 


prices of Imported goods rose more 
markedly than those of German goods.

Intercepting Main Leading to New Sewage Disposal Plant. 


Picture to left shows section of reinforced concrete lock-joint pipe being dropped into place with big power digging apparatus in distance. Lower right hand picture shows strip of 


finished main looking east toward disposal plant. Upper right hand picture furnishes some idea of the size of each section. The pipe is 51-inch inside diameter, five inches thick and 
four feet long. One section weighs 3,800 pounds. 


The main reaches an average depth of approximately twelve feet, from bottom of pipe to surface. When 1 Hese pictures were taken approximately 900 feet of a total of 3,720 feet 


had been laid. The big shovel operated by this power house on wheels, removes the earth above the collapsed tile sewer and the new main is laid just a step behind the big digger. 
Approximately eighteen pipe sections, a total of 72 lineal feet, are laid in one day. This means about fifyt-one days for the entire job. 


This does not. however, allow for curing time in connection with the first sections made. Manufacture is on the ground under supervision of the Lock-Joint Pipe company. The actual 


contract is in the hands if the Martin-Day company. 
In accordance with the lock-joint scheme, one pipe section overlaps its neighboring joints. Heavy wire, framed in the concrete, 


crosses other wire in connecting joints. A small block is chipped out where the connection is made at the top. A cement mixture is. poured thru the opening and the wires become 
locked. As an additional safeguard, all cracks are cemented. 


The contract price of the new sewer completed is $12.45 a yard or a total of S46.314. Man hole construction and inspection are to be added. The ultimate total cost is estimated at 


$50,000. This in addition to approximately ?33,000 paid for the tile sewer which collapsed before it carne into use. Councilmen hope to recover from the makers of the tile at least a por- 
tion of the initial outlay.

MEN AND THINGS. 


Senator Norris' plan for a one-house legislature is 


much more revolutionary than most persons suspect. 
lie wants a body composed of twenty or thirty men on 
the job all of the time, like a county board, and paid 
salaries of $5,000 a year. He says that the payment of 
adequate salaries is a vital part of the plan, and that 
this will mean that the people will pay more attention 
to the selection. Nowadays a legislator is regarded, 
when it comes to voting, as a minor officer. The Norris 
plan would about member to Lancaster county and 
necessitate the combining of a number of counties in 
all other districts save Douglas. Voters who take an 
interest in their public affairs should start thinking 
on this suggection, as the senator is able and intends 
to make it a big issue in the near future. 


Prohibition enforcement officials say that liquor 


made by amateurs is not safe to drink, no difference 
how careful the maker may be. He may use a copper 
still and coil, exercise the utmost cleanliness and care 
and yet make a product that will poison the user. 
Liquor-making was a trade that called for years of ex- 
perience and many things the expert knew from his own 
and the experience of his predecessors has not been 
taught to the amateurs. Very little real whisky is made 
and many of the mixtures carrying a strong alcoholic 
content carry also a large amount of poison that may 
readily cause the death of the user. 


The market is not glutted with offerings of property 


in the immediate capitol district. Many property owners 
are holding fast to what they own in the belief that 
property will he much more valuable in a few years 
when the capitol is complete and the neighborhood 
begins to take on an appearance in keeping with the 
great monument the taxpayers of the state are con- 
structing in the place of the old ruins.

strong that many properties now used for residence pur- 
poses will be in demand for other uses within a few years. 


"Are crops more valuable than human health? 
Is 


prevention of wheat rust thru the destruction of the 
barberry plant more important than prevention of hay 
fever ihru the destruction and elimination of rag weed?" 
Thpse are questions a reader asks afterr eading a news- 
paper story to the effect that most of the hay fever is 
caused by pollen from rag weed. The trouble seems to 
br that rag weed has accomplices in the hay feve" pro- 
(ucing business and that to destroy all the growth 
responsible for this form of ailment would be an almost 
impossible task. However, if a considerable percentage 
i-f the cases could be prevented by the elimination of 
this undesirable weed it would seem that some effort 
along this line would be worth while. 


Omaha's plight as a result of the accident to the 


water system had its humorous angles as well as its 
•erious side. The newspapers there were bombarded 
by readers with letters in which the prohibitionists 
were blamed for the fact that so many of the people 
were left without anything to drink. If the prohibition- 
ists had not tolerantly fastened this yoke upon them, 
they say, the poor people would not have been face to 
face with the possibility of disease and death from con- 
taminated water. 
None of the poor people thus de- 


prived, however, appeared to be writing the letters. 
Each of those read contained a boast that the writer 
had plenty himself, and that he was able to break the 
law because he had money. Funny folks, these wet boys! 


Miss Jane Burr, a woman writer, says that the mar- 


ried men are a much abused class. She has been writ- 
Ing a series of articles intended to warn wives not to 
wear cut their welcome by ill tempers, impatience and 
extravagance. 
She says that a great many of the 


modern novels deal with the boredom and loneliness of 
middl.^-aged men who "have had about all they can 
stand," as she puts it, and tells the women that this 
threatens the feminine stronghold because men say, in 
reading them, "that's just like my case." She adds that 
Niagara Falls is said to wear away the rock two inches 
a century, but that the persistent wife who knows what 
she wants and is willing to do it can wear away her 
husband's resistance to her demands in three years. 
Women are women's severest critics. 


No one has yet stepped forward to relieve our per- 


plexity as to what the people did with their money 
before automobiles became of general use. The prob- 
lem is all the more perplexing from the fact that in the 
last twelve years the savings deposits of the country- 
increased from seven billions to almost fourteen billion 
dollars. Some of them undoubtedly spent it for liquor, 
as the twenty-five saloons that once furnished liquid 
refreshment in Lincoln must have taken in a tidy sum 
every day. doubtless enough to pay our gasoline bill of 
today. But that doesn't explain all of the mystery.
